GATHERING STATISTICS FOR 
CRUSHING BULLS AND BEARS. 


An Interesting Interview with Mr. W. F Ford, of 
Bradstreet’s, in which He Gives some Valuable 
Hints as to a Scheme for Crushing out 
the Speculators—How be Succeeds. 


ATLANTA, Ga., February 19, 1882.—{ Editorial Cor- 
respondence. }—I dined on last Thursday night with 
Mr. W. F. Ford at the St. James in New York. 

Mr. Ford is the editor of Bradstreet’s, and the 
author of the sysiem of cotton reports bow creating 
so rnuch discussion. ln his last capacity he is being 
talked about on two continents and written about 
in several languages. It will be interesting, there- 
fore, to hear from his own lips the history of his 
new and collosal scheme. 

To begin with Mr. Ford—differing in this from 
other fanatics—is fat. The chafiing of his spirit 
has not eaten into his flesh, for a chubbier, rounder 
little person than he, it would be hard to find. 
Making figures, however, has bent his shoulders, 
and in talking he bends almost down tothe table, 
making strange oullines with a pencil, giving you 
a scholar's stoop back of the face of a well-fed cher- 
ub. Hefore he became the editor of Bradstreet’s he 
was a journalist of repute and enterprise, and en- 
tered his new field with the hope of developing it. 
Butt will let him tell the rest of the story in his 


Own Way. 
“I saw long ago the need of statistical informa- 


tion in regard to the crops, especially of those crops 
with which there is speculation. 
speculatorscan keep the public in the dark as to 
the size of the crop he is dealing in he can wring it 
from the hands of ihe producer at a depressed price 
and force the consumer to buy it atan extravagant 
one. By creating false impressions us to the supply 
he can bear it until the farmer is forced to sell and

needed individual enterprise to accomplish what 
corporate work could neverdo.

I saw 
that the only way to dothe work thoroughly was 
to organize your own reporting force, and get your 
own facts. | weut to wors, therefore, to report the 
cotion crop just as the Herald wouid report a great 
war. Iselected over 4,000 reporters, stationed in ai- 
most every county in which cotton was grown. I 
arranged a series of questions for shem and started 
the work. I discovered a defectin the 
intelligence, the /a:mers, or the conservatism of a 
man, i dropped him. Afier years of weeding out 
Jj now have 1,200 picked men, in whom we have just 
ihe:am- coniidence that the Herald has in one of 
its trained conespoudents. These men areon the 
guard—each one report ouly on his immediate lo- 
cality—and all are interested solely in getting the 
truth. ldo notsee why we cannot get a fair state- 
ment. I be ieve we have got it.”’ 

**Excuse the question--but do Bradstreet’s people 
ever speculate’”’ 

‘“Speculate! They are the biggest speculators to- 
day in ithe country. They never buy orsella bale 
of cotton, ora future cuntract, but they have more 
atstake on the presentcrop thaa the biggest specu- 
lator in New York. Why? Because they have put 
their trade murk on infurmation. They havea 
large and protitable business that depends abso- 
lutely upon their reputation foraccuracy. If they 
lose this reputation, their business is gone. And 
yet they have delioerately put out an unusual esti- 
mute of the siaple crop of thi- country, and stamped 
it with their trade mark. Therefore, they have more 
atstake in the matter than any other man can have. 
Thousands of men have been influenced by these 
repo:ts, aud up to date the market has shown its 
disbelief of our figures. Our estimates and our 
systems are being devounced, and we fully under- 
stand the respouibility.’’ 

“The stock is certainly an enormous one” 

“Yes. You see last yearit was generally under- 
stood that our system was hardly perfected, and 
our estimates ran in the general direction of opi’ - 
ion, consequently we were not much discussed. 
This year, however, we have spoken authoritative- 
ly, against general opinion, before any one else, 
and have claimed that oursystem was perfect. If 
the returns shouid proy~ that we were far wrong I 
could only publish our vouchers to show that we 
had not acted in bad faith, but we would be badly 
hurt. If, however, the crop should bear us out 
the public will then believe what we know to be 
true—viz: that our system can be relied on and 
our reports will become standard.”’ 

“What do you think the result will be?’’ 

‘I believe more firmly than ever that it will be 
within the shadow of ourestimate. From first to 
jast we have found a current of unvarying figures. 
When the crop was about one-third gathered we 
had ourestimates asto what it would be. The 
other day, afterthe crop had been gathered, we 
sentoutforestimates of what was remaining on 
the plantations. We then toak this per centage of 
cotton still on the plantations, added it to what 
had been received, and wefound that the total 
was Within a few thousand bales of the first esti- 
mate given usas to what the crop would be. These 
sets of figures, one taken from the crop before it 

was gathered, and the other after it 
was gathered, coinciding so nearly, have 
<lemonstrated in my mind the correctness of our 
total. In addition to this we have the receipts for 
the past two months fully backing up our estimate. 
They are falling of now at the rate of about 70,000 
a week, and they are even below the total of esti- 
mated daily receipts that we prepared when we 
made our last statement for office use, and that 
brings the crop within 5,100,000 bales. So that in 
addition to two sets of figures taken from different 
points of view, and in answer to different sets of 
questions, we Shave the actual receipts to back us 
up. Itis my opinion that the decrease in receipts 
as maintained for the past three weeks will be 
continued or even increased to tne end of the sea- 
son.’’ 

A gentleman sitting with us said to Mr. Ford: 

“I think the weak point in your statement is in 
the estimated amount of cotton left on the planta- 
tions. You make it 391,000 bales this year, when 
at the same time last year it was 1,76u,000. 1 think 
this difference is too large.” 

“We have studied this thing fully,"’ said Mr. Ford 
‘“‘and we see no reason to dispute the testimony of 
our correspondents. We have urged them to ex- 
amine the situation carefully, and to make con- 
servative reports, approximating the truth 
where they could not get it ex- 
actly. Notwithstanding this precaution, we have 
made a reduction frum their reports to satisfv the 
present equation.

“Why is it that the market has gone down steadily 
in the face of your report?’ 

“We have nothing to do with the market, and 
really care nothing as to whether it goes up or 
down. The price of cotton has nothing to do with 
our system We simply wish toestablish the fact 
that our estimates can be relied on as accurate. 
Speculative rise or fall isa matter of indifference. 
Still there is this explanation to be made: 
York and Liverpool —that is the speculating centers 
—represent the organized influence in 
cotton. The producers, the outsider and 
the buyers represent the disorganized 


and coutrols prices. It is manifestly the policy of 
those who have organized to make money out of 
the market to force prices against general opinion. 
The lambs, or outsiders, buy on general appearan- 
In order to fleece them the speculators must 
furee ihe market into the contrary direction from 
what it would naturally take. If 
they join haods with the outsiders 
and assist the market toits bent, there is nochznce 
forthem tomake money,consequently it has come to 
be a proverb that cotton always does exactly what it 
is not expected to do. and that statistics have noth- 
ing to do withit. This isexactly the state of things 
that we are tryfagtobreak down. If we can estab- 
lish the correctness of our reports, even an organized 
clique cannot ferce the market ito caprices and 
violent fluetuations. After all the price is governed 
by supply and demand and the producers and 
spinners who stand back of the speculators are the 
final masters of the situation. Itis ouly necessary 
that they should be promptly informed as to what 
the supply will be. This once dune they cannot 
be fooled into selling too cheap or buying too 
high.”’ 

‘Will you issue any other report this season?’ 

‘‘We will skip February but will issuc a report in 
March, based mainly on the acreage of the new

‘crop, then, of course, we will revise our figures 


for the presentcrop. lam already satisfied that 
the acreage of next year will be smaller than this, 
that less fertilizers will be sold, and that the pre- 
parations for planting will be very much behind, 
Our March report will show whether or not 
I am right in this, We are also 
organizing for reports of the wheat 
crop, and will issue a bulletin upon this subject in 
ashorttime. It need not be said that we have 
spentiarge amounts of money in our attempts to 
We use the telegraph as 
freely as a daily newspaper does when itis needed 
and do not count the cost. In other words we have 
puta great dealof money into our reports for this 
year and as I said before no man in the country 
has as muchat stake on the correctness of our 
figures as we have ourselves,’’ 

“Do you watch the receipts with much interest?’ 

‘‘My interest in them can well be imagined. 1 
goto the stock exchange daily, sit down quietly 
and noie the figures as they are transacted. lonly 
know one Manin the exchange, but I frequently 
hear some strangercursing Bradstreet’s and denoun- 
cing our reports asfalse I simply grin and bear 
it, and take consolation in the fact thatour day will 
come after a while.’’ 

Mr. ford is certainly a most interesting talker, 
He is fascinated with the subject with which he is 
treating, anc comprehends thoroughly the tremend. 
ous stake for which heis playing. As to wheiher 
or not be will win, the dullest man who reads this 
letter isas capable of judging as the man who 
writes it. Of thing I am=~- satisfied— 
that from first to last, his effort to 
report the crop accurately has beena fair one and 
an honest one. If he fails he will lose enough 
Without losing the good opinion of the public. If 
he succeds he will have laid the basis of the most 
important system of commercial statistics ever given 
to any country and will have increased very mate- 
rially the powers and responsibilities of journal- 
ism.

The capitol is crowded daily. The senate is 
involved yet in the long discussion of tariff 
and pensions. The monotony of debate on 
figures and old theories was brokemby Senator 
Vance yesterday in one of his humor@us out- 
bursts. 
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Harfis’s resolution on the election of a read- 
ing clerk providing that their caucus nominee 
should be chesen instead of Mr. Brown. This 
does not seem probable and unless the resolu- 
tion is passed by some of the democratic 
leaders the end of the matter is reached. 
SENATOR HARRIS, 

As this suggests Senator Harris, it is appro- 
priate to say that the chances of his re-elec- 
tion are not very bright.

Senator Vest was severe in his denunciation 
of the spirit of the measure. Edmunds in 
terrupted him several times with cold and in- 
tricate legal queries but found every time 
thatthe Missuuri senator was not speaking 
from impulse alone.

David 
Davis voted with the democrats,and Mahone, 
as usual, was down in Richmond tinkering 
with the legislature. 

Another amendment by Senator Brown 
restricting the powers of the board was 
adopted. These were the only two amend- 
ments made to the bill: The Mormon ques- 
tion is not an easyone. No remedy will work 
in a day the cure of a moral taint so deeply 
affecting the people of that creed. 

Of the bill passed by the senate opinions are 
various and distrust general. 

THE HOUSE 
has gotten over the bulk of the apportionment 
bill by fixing the number at 320. This large 
figure caught the democrats of Texas and 
South Carolina, as well as some from New

The increase to 325 seemed unjust to the 
bulk of the democratic side, and the solid 
Georgia delegation voted against it except Mr.

THE DAY IN CONGRESS. 


THE GEORGIA MEMBERS STAND- 
ING IN FRONT. 


Mr. Hammond again M:skes an Impression — The 
New Judicial Circuit for Georgia—Logaa's Pet 
Project Revived— the Apportionment 
Bill Reported in the House, Ete. 


Wasnixetox, February 20.—[Special.j— 
Colenel Hammond’s bill to divide Georgia 
into two United States judicial districts passed 
the house today. Messrs. Kasson, Holman 
and other prominent members opposed it, 
but Mr. Hammond had carried it through the 
committee, and so clearly stated the reasons 
for itin the house, that it went through. It 
will leave Judge Erskine in the northern part 
of the state and organize a new court for 
southern Georgia. James Atkins is supposed 
to aspire for the judgeship, and there will be 
others willing to take it. 

Mr. Blount pointedly opposed the bill to 
increase the pay in the life-saving service as 
an unnecessary Outlay of money, but the bill 
passed, 

Mr. Speer spoke in favor of the bill to re- 
fand the duty paid on the English edition of 
the revised testament, to which there was no 
opposition. 

Nothing new has developed as to the Geor- 
gia offices. Clark’s place is still firmly de- 
manded by the coalition, and the secretary of 
the treasuy fully accords. Raum is faithful, 
but not hopeful.

The senate proceeded to the calendar and 
Mr. Logan asked to have taken up, asthe first 
in order, the bill to piace General Grant: on 
the retired List. 

Objection was made by Mr.$Vest, who wish- 
ed to speak upon the bill, 

Mr. Bayard gave notice of a substitute, giv- 
ing retiring pensions toallex-presidents, which 
would inciude Grant. 

The bill was finally taken up, and the 
amendments of the committee thereto were 
adopted without objection. 

Mr. Vest then took the floor in opposition 
to the bill, referring to the debate upon the 
proposition to place General shields upon 
the retired — list. Mr. Vests quoted 
from the speech of Mr. Edmunds 
allusions to the tailures of Shields to secure 
the place of dvorkeeper of the demucratic 
house, his candidacy for the place having 
immediately preceeded the unanimous pas- 
sage by the house of the bill placing bim on 
the retired list, in view of which 
Mr. Kdmunds construed the measure as 
an attempt to compensate a beneficiary from 
the treasury because of his defeat in the 
house. ‘This speech, Mr. Vest said, was what 
the lawyers called the statement of the case, 
and be would now make that statement ap- 
plicable to the present case, upon the assump- 
tion that the retirement of Grant was a meas- 
ure of compensation for his defeat at Chicago. 

The discussion was continued, notwith- 
standing the expiration of the morning hour. 

Mr. Logan, to whom unanimous consent 
was given for reply to Vest, argued that there 
were abundant precedent for the bill. Mr. 
Logan eulogized General Grant's civil and 
military services, and contended that the ex- 
ceptional value of his achievements in the 
fieid was such as to entitle him to retirement 
on that account, not simply as a civilien. 
Tiis was the ground of his objection to Mr. 
Bayard’s proposition to cover the case by a 
provision for the retirement of the ex-presi- 
dents. He charged that prejudice existed 
in the chamber against this illustrious 
leader, because of what he had done 
fur bis country. There was no reason for it 
upon any other assumption. He (Logan) 
regretted from the bottom of his heart that 
the gentlemen on the democratic side still 
cherisied their prejudices against the man 
who had done so much to preserve the union 
of states. lf nut this, he would ask the other 
side what it was that incurred their opposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Butler interposed to express his disap- 
probation of Mr. Logan’s strictures on his 
own position and that of his party associates. 
He said he disliked to be charged with preju- 
dice against Grant. He regarded the measure 
as one fur buncombe. He did not think 
Grant wanted retirement, nor that he 
needed any such provision in his 
behalf nor thatit would beany additional 
honor to him. The retire. list, in his epinion, 
bad been reserved for disabled officers. He 
thought General Grant s friends were 
humiliating him by putting him in the atti- 
tude of a _ beggar. He would vyote 
$100,000 or $500,000 1f necessary to save Grant 
from want,but for the reasons stated he could 
not favor the bill. 

Mi. Logan replied by asking Mr. Butler if 
he had ever known of a casein which an offi- 
cer had been placed on the retired list be- 
cause of necessitous circumstances. 

. Mr. Butler instanced the case of General 
Shields who, he said,at the time of his ap- 
plication, had been compelged even to pawn 
bis sword, 

_ Mr. Logan replied that the statement pub- 
lished that shields had pawned bis sword was 
wrong; that Shields himself bad denied the 
story. The gentleman seemed to be afraid 
that Grant might be humiliated, but the 
friends of that gentleman, he thought, ought 
w be the judges on that puint. As one such, 
he would say that as a recognition of the ser- 
vices of the distinguished beneficiary, lis 
retirement would be considered by him as an 
honor.

During the coming year the road will 
be extended from Joliet, 
Illinois, and will there make an alliance with 
the Chicago, Pekin and Southwestern, now in 
operation. This latter CX- 
tended during the same time to Hannibal and 
Quincey, avd from them direct connection 
will be made with Kansas City and all points 
southwest by means of the’ Hannibal and St. 
Joe. At Chicago the New York, Chicago and 
St. Louis will make connection with the Mil- 
waukee and &t.

The roads so joined will form a con- 
tinuous line across the continent, connecting 
New York with Portland, Oregon. At Fort 
Wayne and Fel River Junction the New 
York, Chicago and St. Louis will make con- 
nection with the Wabash, St. Louis and Pa- 
cific for St. Louis, and Gould’s Southwestern 
system, with which the intimate business sta- 
tions have been established. The building of 
equipment fog the New York, Chicago and St. 
Louis is now in progress by the Pullman 
company at Chicago, consisting of an entire 
baggaze, mail and express outfit It will cost 
froma $6,000,000 to 3&8 000,000, and will be 
placed upon the road as fast as it is con- 
structed. 

Mr. R. C. Cummins is also president of the 
Peoria, Deca'ur and Evansville, with 250 miles 
of road in operation, and the Lake Erie and 
Wesrern, with 385 miles of road 

The Peoria, Decatur and Evansville is to be 
extended through Kentucky and joined to 
the southern system. 

The Ohio Central has just completed the 
consolidation with the Atlantic and North- 
western, of West Virginia, and has thereby 
secured lines extending from Toledo and Co- 
lumbus through the Hocking Valley coal 
tields to the Ohio River. It will cross the 
Ohio at Point Pleasant on a bridge now under 
construction by General Casemont. It will 
thence continue up the Kanawha Valley, 
through Charlestown, the capitalof West Vir- 
ginia, to Kanawha Falls, forming a junction 
with the Chesapeake and Ohio, and passing 
through the center of the coke and coal fields, 
of which the company owns 10,000 acres in fee 
simple. 

The entire line from Corning to Charlestown 
is galed and bridges are in course of con 
structon. Over 10,000 tons of steel rails have 
been bought and are now gofng forward for 
track laying. 

The fourth division of the grand system 
owned by the Seney syndicate is owned in 
the south, and is now known as the Virginia, 
East T nnessee and Georgia Air-Line, and is 
composed of the Kast Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, 1.453 miles; the Norfolk and 
Western and branches, 495 miles; the Shen- 
andoah Valley, 259 miles; total, 2,190 miles. 
These roads, consolidated, are now operated 
under one management. The roads extend 
from Hagerstown, Md., to Memphis; from 
Chattanooga to Brunswick, on the Atlantic, 
and Meridian, Miss., the lines dividing at 

tome, Ga. It also has a line to Norfolk, Va. 
A contract has been made with the Louisville 
and Nas" ville and Great Southern for the use 
of the line from Caleria to New Orleans, and 
one with C. P. Huntington, for junction with 
the Kentucky Central division, by which 
access is had to Cincinnati by the short line. 
The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad has a bonded indebtedness of only

: The Jersey Central and the War for ControL 

New York, February 20.—The management 
of the Central railroad of New Jersey is con- 
fident that Governor Ludlow will sign the bill 
which has passed the legislature permitting 
arailroad company to increase its capital 
stock for the purpose of paying off its indebted 
ness. While the Central road is not men- 
tioned in the bill, it is conceded that the 
measure was introduced to enable it to in- 
crease 1ts capital, that additional shares might 
be placed in the hands of the present manage- 
ment to defeat the plans of foreign companies 
—the Baltimre and VUhio and the Philadelphia 
and Reading—to obtain jointly control of the 
road. Itis held that as the bill is in the in- 
terest of a New Jersey corporation as against 
foreign Companies no opposition can be effec- 
tive. In Wall street this step of Judge La- 
trop. Jay Gould and their associates is con- 
sidered one of the most brilliant made in a 
long time. 

Vice-President Robert Garrett, of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, who has been in this city for 
several days, and who represented that com- 
pany in the negotiations for a representation 
in the management of the Central, called 
upon Vice-President G. G. Haven, of the Cen- 
tral, and soon afterward left for Philadelphia 
to cousult with President Gowen, of the 
Reading. {tis understood that Messrs. Ha- 
ven and Garrett were in accord as to what the 
relations of the Central with the Baltimore 
and Ohio and the Reading should be, but that 
Mr. Gowen was not, and aspired to a larger 
part in the direction than the present man- 
agement was willing to allow. Hence the 
disagreement which has resulted in the solici- 
tation of proxies by both parties. Mr. Garrett 
called upon Mr. Haven to give formal notice 
that the negotiations which have been pend- 
ing were at an end so far as hig road and the 
Reading were concerned, 

As soon as Mr. Gowen learned of the pas- 
sage of the billin Trenton and of its nature 
he came to this city for the purpose of con- 
sulting with Mr. Vanderbilt,who assisted him 
to regain the presidency of the Reading. 
What surprises both Wall street and railroad 
people is that after securing the presidency of 
Reading through Mr. Vanderbilt's assistance 
Mr. Gowen should unite with the Baltimore 
and Ohio, against which Mr. Vanderbilt has 
an especial grievance, to secure for that road 
an independent outlet to New York. Mr. 
Vanderbilt has said that, as the Baltimore 
and Ohio was not a New York road, it had no 
business to feed this port. The present man- 
agement now has the advantage, but the Gar- 
rett-Gowen party has not given up the fight, 
and there is talk of testing the constitutional- 
ity of the bill.

SLAVERY AND THE WAR. 

The readers of Toe Constitut.on will bear 
in mind that the esteemed Charleston News 
and Courier placed itself with the no less es- 
teemed Mobile Register in asserting that 
slavery was not the cause of the war, but thet 
the cause for which the south fought stillsur- 
vives—that is to say, the esteemed News and 
Courier embodied the Register’s remarks in 
its editorial columns and gave them the con- 
spicuons indorsement of leaded minion. The 
position of the Register was and still is, so far 
as we are enabled to understand its somewhat 
confusing statements, that the south fought 
for local self-government, and that local self- 
government has been restored by the attitude 
of the democratic party after the war. It 
seems, however, that the esteemed News and 
Courier did not copy the views of the Regis- 
ter and comment favorably thereupon for the 


purpose of indorsing them. On the contrary, 


far from it. Our contemporary says: 


Tie CONSTITUTION begs the whole question. Sla- 
very was, of course, a contributing cause of the 
war. Itis assafe to assert that ‘if there had been 
no slavery there would have been no war’ as it is 
to asseverate that if there had been ue United States 
there would have been no secession. The cause of 
“local self-government’ tor which the southern 
states fought was the night of the states to locai in- 
dependence, under a strict construction of the 
coustitution, and the defeat of the south robbed 
the states of the only peaceful means of enforcing 
that right, thai is, by secession. Local self-goyern 
ment, in the sensein which the south fought 
for it, does not exist. Year by 
year the federal government encroaches 
more and more upon the political domain 
of the states, and, unless the states which were not 
“in rebe/lion’’ awaken to the danger, the march to 
centralization and despotism will be rapid and easy 
It was not for slavery, as such, that the south 
fought. There were tens of thousands of men un- 
der the confederate colors who would have scorned 
to draw the sword for the preservation of the slave 
system. We do not know whether the editor of THE 
CONSTITUTION was one of the number, but the wri 
ter of this certainly was. Secession was the last 
veaceful means of ensuring local self-government. 
t no longer’ exists. When the _ liberties 
of the states are menaced here- 
after, as they will be, resort must be had to the bal- 
lot-box for safety, and, failing thaf, to revclution. 
This, we think, is clear enough. Far from the 
News and Courier vim pee | that any confederate 
soldier fuught unnecessarily or unworthily, it is 
THE CONSTITUTION which, by implication, insults 
the whole southern people. An insult and re- 
proach it is to suggest that they were willing to dip- 
solve the union, and sacrifice their own blood and 
the blood of their children, for no other or higher 
reason than to save their negroes and enhance the 
value of the slaves by establishing a ‘‘slaveholding 
coufederary.’’ THE CONSTITUTION has not im- 
proved its position in the endeavor to prove that its 
contemporaries were in a muddle. 


Tue Constitvtion has no position to im- 
prove, for the statement that if there had been 
no slavery there would have been no wear. is a 
proposition so self-evident that any attemps 
to evade or deny leads to confusion. The 
News and Courier says it is as safe to say this 
asitisto assert thatif there had been no 
United States there would have been no seces- 
sion. Oneisnot more self-evident than the 
other. If our esteemed contemporary pro- 
poses to discuss the causes of the war it should 
proceed in an orderly way. Secession may 
be regarded either asa remedy for a griev- 
ance or as the result of a desire to resist an 
attack upon local self-government. But if 
our contemporary proposes to go into the sub- 
ject, it should deal with particulars. It states 
that the cause ‘“‘for which the southern states 
‘fought was the right of the states to local 
‘‘independenge, under a strict construction 
‘‘of the constitution.’’ This is altogether dif- 
ferent from the statement of the esteemed 
Liobile Register, which declares that the war 
was fought against the pretensions of the re- 
publican party, and for local self-government 
which still survives, having been rescued at 
the ballot-box since the war. But why was 
it thought necessary for the southern states 
to have what the News and Courier calls 
“local independence?” 

It will be observed that while our esteemed 
Charleston and Mobile contemporaries had 
locked arms in this business a few weeks ago, 
now they are as wide apart as the poles. Our 
Charleston contemporary bravely shakes loose 
from the muddle, leaving the Mobile paper 
where it stood ‘‘when the difticulty arose.” 
There is one question we should be glad to 
see our Charleston contemporary answer. 
Does it conscienciously believe that if the 
sé6uth had the choice to-day of peaceful sepa- 
ration from the union it would take advan- 
tage of the opportunity? In other words, 
would there be a majority at the ballot-box 
in favor of peaceable secession? If yes, why? 
If no, why not?

Houses Buallt of Cotton. 
Colonies and India. 


Of all substances apparently the least likely to be 
used in the construction of a fireproof building 
cotton would, perhaps, take the first rank and pa- 
per the second; and yet both these materials are 
actually being employed fur the purpose indicated. 
and their use will probably extend. Compressed 
paper pulp is successfuliy used in the manufacture 
of doors, wall panelings aud for other similar pur- 
poses, with the result that all risk of warping and 
cracking is obviated, while increased light- 
ness is attzined and the fear of dry-rot 
18 forever banished. Papier-mache, after 
having served a usefnl purpose in an unob- 
structive manner for years as a material for smal] 
travs, paper knives and other such light articles, has 
now suddenly assumed a still more important posi- 
tion in the industrial world. A still more sudden 
and striking advance has been made in the em 
ployment of cotton as a building msterial. A prepa- 
ration called celluloid, in which cotton isa leading 
ingredicnt, has been used lately as a substivuate for 
ivory in the manufacture of such articles as bil- 
liard bails and paper cutters, and nowa Canedian 
manufacturer has invented a process by which 
compressed cotton may be used, not merely for 
doors and widow frames, but for the whole facade 
of large buildings. The enormous and in- 
creasing dernand for paper for its normal uses as a 
printing and writing material prevents the ex 
tended use of papier-mache as « building material 
for which it isso well suited in so many ways: but 
the preduction ef cotton is practically unli-+ fred 
and there seems to be a large field evailable for its 
use in its new capacity as a substitute for bricks — 
or at least plaster—and wood. Treated with certain 
chemicals and compressed, it can be made perfectly 
fire- proof and as hard as stene, absolutely air and 
damp proof; anda mmterial is thus produced ad- 
mirably adapted for the lic ing~—interual or exter- 
nal—of buildings of whieh the shell may or may 
not be constructed of other material, while it easi!y 
lends itself to decorative purposes. 3

AND TELLS WHAT SHE KNOWS 
OF POLITICS. 


Mrs. Dr. Feiton Entertaius a Reporter with an In- 
teresting Recital of Her Politica! Experiences, 
ana the Gossip of the Campaign—Her Ac- 
quaintance with Mrs. 8 nator Hill. 


Atianta, Ga, February 14.—{Special Cor- 
respondenee of the Chicago Tribune.]—A de- 
sire to hear Dr. W. H. Felton make the first 
speech of the campaign, anda feeling of in- 
terest in the movement to liberalize Georgia, 
caused me to join the doctor and his wife, a 
few days since, when they passed through At- 
lanta on their way tu Augusta. 

Very soon after boarding the train, I dis- 
covered from the character of the live freight 
that there were a number of prominent poli-

- to Augusta for the purpose of taking part in 


the political feast that was to be enjoyed 
there.

being introduced to the passengers of distinc- 
tion who were on the cars, Mrs. F2l'on would 
greet them cordially, and make some bright 
remark that at once chained to her the atten- 
tion of her new acquaintances.

SMALL PoX AT CARTERSVILLE.—Atlanta, Februa- 
ry 18 —A negro tramp uamed Graves, from Oxford, 
Alabama, hus been taken with a disease in Carters 
ville which proves to be small-pox. 

Editorially, the same paper had this para- 
graph: 

Atlanta is always in advance. She has the first 
case of small-pox, and is proud of it, beeawuse it 
came by « negro tramp from Alabama. 

Taken together, as these paragraphs are 
here, they could do Atlanta no injury. The 
mistake which the Telegraph has made in 
crediting us with a case of small-pox is evi- 
dent. Cartersville is iftv miles froma Atlanta 
and itis atthat place, and not in 
that the negro tramp is wrestling with small- 
pox. 

Yesterday THe Constitution showed Mayor 
English the dispatch published by the Tele- 
graph and the editorial paragraph 1n reference 
thereto. Mayor English said, in speaking of 
the matter: 

“There has not been a case of small-pox in 
Atlanta up to this date. I tell you so upon 
my personal and official honor, and ®e peo- 
ple whe have business in the ¢ity or desire to 
come bere for any purpose whatever need not 
hesitate to come. In the future it may come 
here, but it bas not come yet. We have 
aiopted every precaution to protect ourselves 
against the disease. The city is a great rail- 
road center, and we are liable to have the 
disease, and are surprised that we have not 
had it. Wehave endeavored to protect our- 
selves, and are prepared to take care of any 
unfortunates who may be attacked. We 
guard incoming trains and have a competent 
corps of physicians, and every rumored case 
has been looked into immediately. I have 
put myself to agreat deal of trouble to be 
thoroughily and fully informed in regard to 
the matter, and I say there is not new and 
has not been a single case of small-pox in the 
city. The public can rest easy on one point, 
and that is this: When a case appears in At- 
lanta I will officially notify the public through 
the papers of all the facts connected with it.”’

The Madcap Russian General Sits All the Crowned 
Meads Wild. 

Vienna, February 20.—The entire press 
here condemns General Skobeloff’s recent 
speech. The Fremdenblatt says the speech is 
Significant, because thousands of Russians 
hold the same view. Panslavism, it affirms, 
is as great a danger for Russia as for Europe. 

A Paris dispatch says General Skobeloff has 
informed an interviewer that he made his 
recent speech simply as a private individual, 
and although the report of his speech was ex- 
aggerated, he adhered t» the spirit thereof. 
He altogether deprecated the importance at- 
tached to his utterances. A dispatch. to the 
Standard from Berlin says the emperor has 
expressed his deepest indignation and sorrow 
at Generat Skobeloft’s remarks. He said that 
if such wanton provocation continued he 
would be compelled to resort to energetic 
measures, The Daily News’ Berlin corre- 
spondent telegraphs that be hears from semi- 
oiticial sources that the government intend to 


‘ignore General Skobelofi’s speech for the 


present. 

In an interview General Skobeloff, who is 
stupping at present in this city, refused to 
disclaim one jot or tittle of the anti-German 
sentiments to which he gave utterance in his 
fumous speech, ‘‘My position,” said the gen- 
eral, ‘isan independ:nt one. So long aslam 
summoned in time ot war Il care nothing for 
the rest. Yes, I did say that Germany is a 
common enemy, and I[ repeat it. I believe 
that safety lies in the union of the Slavs witn 
France. The European balance of power 
must be re-established, or there will soon be 
ouly one power, Germany.’’ The general also 
told the interviewer that he had come to 
Paris entirely on his own accord, and that far 
from being in disgrace, the emperor had just 
had anew ship ramed after him asa signal 
mark of favor. 

All tue newspapers at Ber'in express indig- 
nation at the speech of General Skobeloff to 
the Servian students, in which he said that 
Russia had hitherto been held in check by 
German influence, and that the sword was 
the only means the Russians had of ridding 
themselves of the incubus. The Germania 
says it hopes the government will seriously 
ask Russia whether she grants her generals 
leave of absence to preach a crusade in France 
against Germany. The National Zeitung ad- 
vises Austria to bring the struggle with the 
Herzegovinan insurgents promptly to -a 
close, 

Lonpex, February 20.—The Times, com- 
menting on General Skobeloff, says: ‘The 
Russian government, by its laxnessin disci 
pline, becomes morally responsible for the 
state of things distinctly endangering the 
peace of Kurepe. General Skobeloft’s posi- 
tion cannot fail to breed alarm and suspicion 
in the financial and political world. Hurope 
has the right to ask that the czar’s authority 
aghall be used to prevent a recurrence of fire- 
brand speeches from the Russian generals.

“The Maverhill Fire—The Chester Explosion. 


Haveruii,, Mass., February 20.—The re 
port that thirty prominent business men were 
missing, and that it was expected their 
bodies would be found in the ruins, still lacks 
confirmation. 

The city is full of strangers viewing the 
ruins gf the fire. Several safes were opened 
and the contents mainly found unharmed. 
Many, however, were bruken by failing from 
the upper stories, and in them were melted 
gold and silver. The severe beating of one 
thief by citizens and police restrained others, 
and no robbery is reported. While the ruins 
in many places are still ablaze, and smoke and 
steam envelupe all, every one is hopeful. 
Most of the manufacturers will! fill their or- 
ders, baving made arrangements to start busi- 
ness to-morrow morning. There will not be a 
stampede of workmen. The burnt district 
wili be rebuilt mores -bstantially. Haverhill 
has received a blow, if not ruined. The fu- 
neral of Fireman Germain touk place to-day. 
On Washington street, eighty four business 
tirmsand inuividuals suffer a loss, nearly total, 
of $600,000, while the loss of others on the 
same street aggregates $120,000. 

The Journal's latest estimate make the 
losses by the Haverhill tire $2,250,000, and in- 
surance $2,000,000. The vaults of the Merri- 
mac national bank were opened this morning 
and the contents found entirely uninjured. 

THE CHESTER CASUALTY. 

CuesTer, Pa., February 20.—Iwo more of 
the victims of the explosion at Jackson's pyro- 
technic works died last night, William H. 
Franklin, a member of the Franklin fire in- 
surance company, and Robert Taylor, a 
young colored man. Franklin leaves a young 
wife. The deaths from this explosion now 
aggregate 17. 

The coroner’s jury and experts to-day visit- 
ed the seene of the recent fatal explosion. 
The inquest was resumed. Samuel Kitts and 
Cuptain Morley, officers at the military acad- 
emy, testified that the government furnished 
the academy with a large lot of brass car- 
tridges, three hundred of which were at 
the academy when that institution 
was burned, but which were not to be found 
afterwards. The brass shells tound near the 
ruins: of Jackson factory were identified as 
those stored in the academy. 

Dr. Westin was recalled and testified that 
he had closely examined the wound in the 
arm of Mr. Gibbs. The wound appears to have 
been made by a minnie ball, but the probing 
hus not revealed the ball.

He 
wus the guest of Father McMahon, and on 
Sunday night delivered a powerful discourse at 
MS. Peterand Paul’s church, on the institution 
of the holy sacrament. His sermon was 
listened to with the 1host marked respect by 
a large congregation and a@ most favorable 
impression was ade on those wno heard him. 
The life of Father Sheeby since the forma- 
tion oftheland league would be exceedingly 
interesting. He has always given it his warmest 
support, and because of his connection with 
it was in May last thrown into prison, where 
he remained for five meoaths. 
leased last October with the understanding 
that he should leave the country, and he is 
now practically an exile from Ireland. His 
stories of the suffering endured by him while 
in prison are recitals of a terrible experience. 
After his release from prison with his health 
greatly impaired, he sailed 
arrived in this country in last November. 
Last night Father Sheehy delivered an ad- 
dress at De Give’s opera’ house before an 
audience composed of many of our leading 
citizens. Upon the stage were a@ number of 
the most prominent of our citizens, including 
the Catholic clergy of Atlanta 

Mr. W. L. Calhown introduced 
Sheehy in a few appropriate remarks. 
Without any attempts at fine oratory, the 
speaker delivered an address which went 
direct to the hearts of his audience and 
awakened their’ sympathies. His utterances 
were greeted with frequi nt bursts of applause, 
and itis doubtful if an audience ever assem- 
bled which was in more thorough sym- 
pathy with the speaxer than the audience 
which listened to Father Sheeby last night. 
[In a clear, concise manner he reviewed the 
objections to the methods of the law courts 
in which are tried the cases between the land- 
lords and tenants in Ireland. He said that 
formerly the tenant had only the landlord to 
fight, whereas under tbe existing laws he is 
bied by the law, court and lawyer. He com 
pared the arbitration lawsof this country with 
the laws of Ireland, and made a showing 
which left the Irish tenant in the attitude of a 
very unjustly used mun. He attacked the 
fairness of the trials and said that the justices 
did, not once in a period of a hundred years 
had they held the scales of justice fairly 
between man and man. He referred to the 
old Grecian law which punished with death, 
the justice who deviated in the slightest de- 
gree from the path of justice, and said that 
were it the case in Irelund asin old Greece, 
that the justice seats were covered with the 
kins of the unjust judges, that not only would 
the justice ‘seais be covered, but every green 
acre would be covered with 
the skins of the unjust judges 
He attacked Mr. Gladstone’s measures, and 
denounced them in strong terms. He-was 
very severe on the sub-commiussioners, and de- 
nounced them for incapacity and general 
meanness. 

He spoke of the great depreciation of prices 
of soil products in Ireland. He mentioned 
the depreciation of the price of beef within 
the past two years from 18 pence per 
pound to 10 pence, and said that the favor 
which American beef has met with would re- 
duce it still further. | 
He spoke of the standing army of fifty 
thousand men who keep Ireland subjugated. 
He said that if Ireland bad thirty thousand 
men he would not be upon the stage, but 
would, if nothing else, be a chaplain in the 
army. He said that the land league did not 
demand the lands free, but in the impover- 
ished condition of the people demanded the 
landsand the right to make a livinganda 
reasonable time in which to pay for them. 
The people were determined not to enter into 
the contract which Mr. Gladstone desired to 
forceupon them, namely, the renting of the 
land for a term of fifteen years. 

His references to the Irish patriots and the 
resistence which Irishmen will offer to the 
tyrany of the English government were 
greeted with the greatest applause. 

At the conclusion of Father Sheehy’s ad- 
dress, Colonel 8. B. Spencer was called on 
and made a few remarks, after which the 
audience was dismissed.
